He referred to the prospective 
completion of the Panama canal, and 
said it would be impossible to prevent 
the trans-continental railroads from 
acquiring the water lines, thus cutting 
out all competition.

He alan called attention to 
that electric lines were specifically ex- 
cluded from the provision, and declared 
it would be possible for an electric line 
to gain control of all the railroads in 
the country.

SUSPENSION OF M'’LENDON; | 


FACTS WHICH LED UP TO IT 


Briefly the trend of events leading 
up to Mr. McLendon’s dismissal by 
Governor Smith was as follows: 

In the latter’s gubernatorial cam- 
paign of 1905 and 1906 the reduction 
of rates to the ports was one of the 
chief planks in his platform. He was 
supported by Mr. McLendon, who pub- 
declaring that 
rates to the ports should be reduced, 
and showing why: they were excessive. 

Shortly after Governor Smith was 
elected he removed the present gov- 
ernor, Joseph M. Brown, from the rajl- 
road commission, chiefly because of 
hig adverse views on port rates, and 
appointed Mr. McLendon in his stead 
On August 21, 1907. 

Mr. McLendon had previously been 
eleated to the office of railroad com- 
missioner for a term of six years, his 
service to begin on October 156, 1967, 
80 that his appointment by the gov- 
ernor was for the interim between his 
appointment and the beginning of the 
term for which he was elected. 

Governor Smith himself took no ac- 
tive &tep for a reduction of the rates 
until February of last year, when he 
submitted a communication to the 
commission recommending a reduction.

Governor's Judgment Final. 

“In this instance no wrongdoing was 
imputed to the officer suspended, and 
while the reasons fog the suspension 
may not be such as would have weight 
with a court, they were deemed suffi- 
client by the governor, and his judg- 
ment is final and decisive. 

‘The general assembly could restore 


or remove a commissioner without any ! 


investigation or hearing whatsoever 
by a majority vote of both houses. It 
can remove or restore a commissioner 
without notice to anyone or without 
any investigation. The only provision 
is that the governor must previously 
suspend. 

“The court is powerless to review the 
action of the governor and the gen- 
eral assemnbly. They had unlimited dis- 
crétion and their act is binding. When 
the general assembly declared the com. 
missioner was suspended the act was 
final, and no court has the right te 
inquire into the reasons therefor, or 
whether they were sufficient reasons.’ 

The court further holds that the act 
of 1879 was not a special law, and is 
not in ‘conflict: with ‘the general law 
of removal. It is further held that an 
office is not property and that no prop- 
erty rights were involved in this case.

Senators Hale and Bailey 
Reach an Agree- 
ment. 


Washington, March 18.—It became 
known today that the Arizona and New 
Mexico statehood bill will receive the 
attention of congresg before the close 
of the present session of congress. 

Senators Hale and Bailey, speaking 
presumably for the two sides of the 
senate chamber, agreed today on this 
point, but their agreement did not go 
tu the extent of guaranteeing the pas- 
sage of the bill. 

The subject came up after the close 

Senator Cummins’ speech on the 
railroad bill. Mr. Hale pointed out the 
importance of keeping the railroad 
measure before the senate as constant- 
ly as possible, because of the import- 
ance of leaving time for the discussion 
of such measures as the code bill and 
the statehood bill, “which we must 
confront,”” he said. 

Mr. Bailey replied that he would in- 
sist that the statehood bill should have 
proper attention. 

“I don’t mean that we shal! adjeurn 
as long as the statehood bill is on the 
calendar,” he said. “The people of 
Arizuna and New Mexico are entitled 
to admission, and so far as it is in my 
power I mean to force a final disposi- 
tion of that matter.” 

He proposed that the railroad Dill 
should be laid aside from time to time 
and the statehood bill taken up, saying 
that under such an agreement he would 
guarantee there would be no delay on 
railroad legislation. 

Mr. Hale responded that as he was not

a member of either of the committees 


having in charge the railroad and the 
statehood bills. he could make no 
binding agreement. His only purpose, 
he said, was to hasten the legislation 
now before the senate. His appeal, 
therefore, was entirely in the interest 
of the railroad measure.

Served Against the Pope. 


There was a Marquis Rubert Palla- 
vicini wno served under Emperor 
Frederick II. of Germany, against Pope 
Gregory IX. in the thirteenth century, 
and created fcr hnimself a sovereignty 
in Lombardy, which was, however, 
overthrown by Charles of Anjou. Car- 
dirnal Sforza Pallavicini, of the Order 
of Jesuits, who died in 1667, was the 
the historian of the Council of Trent. 
Then there was the Margrave Horace 
Pallaticini, who was enormously 
wealthy and lent large sums of money 
to Queen Elizabeth of England at 
the time of the Spanish Armada, which 
have never been repaid, and also was 
of great financial assistance to King 
Henry IV. prior to his accession to 
the throne of France. After his 
death his widow married an uncle of 
Oliver Cromwell. 

Another Pallavicini who loaned 
money to royalty which the latter 
failed to repay was the Marquis Fabio 
Pallavicini, grand chamberlain, con- 
fidant and most trusted retainer of 
King Charles Albert of Sardinia, the 
great-grandfather of the present king 
of Italy. It seems that when the 
royal Duchesse de Berry made her at- 
tempt to bring about the restoration 

her young son to the throne of 
France, as Henry V., in 1832, she had 
not merely the moral support, but also 
the finanelal -backing of several for- 
eign sovereigns, all of whom resented 
the manner in which the Duke of Or- 
leans had usurped the crown of his 
cousin, Charles X., in order to reign 
over France as King Louis Philippe. 

Money is a vital consideration in 
every political conspiracy or coup 
d’etat. The Duchesse de Berry had 
both pluck and energy, but she lacked 
the financial means necessary for the 
overthrow of the Orleans dynasty at 
Paris, and for the recovery of her 
boy's throne, which Charles X. had ab- 
dicated in the child’s favor in 1830.

Alarmed by the investigations into thé 
problem of the high cost of living 
and the apparent ‘predisposition in 
some Quarters to lay the blame largely 
on the cold storage system, the cold 
storage interests of the country have 
started a campaign to demonstrate

As the first move in this campaign, 
the cold stofage interests are calling 
attention, from their headquerters in 
Chicago, to the fact that the Canadian 
government has encouraged the con- 
struction of cold storage plants by sub- 
sidizing them to the extent of 30 per 
cent of the capital invested. Upon this 
representation it tag pointed out that 
“twelve million dollars of subsidy to 
cold storage concerns would be the 
encouregement to extenegion of those 
facilities in the United States if Can- 
Ada’s example in that direction were 
followed by Uncle Sam.’ The invest- 
ment in the United States in cold 
storage plants for handling eggs, 
fruits, meats, dairy products and fish 
aggregate $40,000,000, it is stated, and 
all without government aid or encour- 
agement, as contrasted with the thirty 
per cent subsidy granted by Canada. 

Canada first created the office of 
dairy and cold storage commissioner, 
to which an expert, J. A. Ruddick, was 
appointed. In his report, which was 
adopted by the Canadian minister of 
agriculture, Commissioner Ruddick 
said: 

“There is a large quantity of perish- 
able produce handled in this country 
without cold storage. the value ang 
stability of which ould be much im- 
proved by its use. Where it is pos- 
sible to get along without cold stor- 
age, even if the results are unsatis- 
factory, the question is not studied so 


|} closely, and the improved facilities 
come more slowly than is the case 
where the necessities are greater. It 
is hoped that the attention which has 
been drawn to the subject by § the 
adoption of the principles involved in 
the cold storage act, and the discus- 
sion which will naturally arise there- 
on, will have an important educational 
influence in the direction of creating a 
more general appreciation of the ad- 
vantages of cold storage and a4 great 
demand for such facilities. It is be- 
lieved also that thie process of ecuca- 
tion will result in bringire more bus!- 
ness to existing cold storage ware- 
houses. 

“The provisions of the cold storage 
act have been drafted with a view of 
securing safe storage for perishable 
farm: products in distriéts not at pres- 
ent provided with such facilities. The 
requirements of trade in certain localt- 
ties has made cold storage an absolute 
necessity, and in such places the rev- 
enue {s sure enough to make the in- 
vestment a fairlv safe one, that 
it needed no special inducement to 
secure the capital required to provide 
the necessary facilities.” 

The report goes in detail into the 
need of cold storage facilities for the 
dairying. fruit growing and poultry 
raising interests of the Dominion. The 
subsidy provisions include the follow- 
ing: 

“The governor in council! may enter 
into contract with any persons for the 
construction, equipment and mainte- 
nance in good and effictent working or- 
der. of public cold storage warehouses 
equipped with mechanical! refrigeration, 
in Canada, and suitable for the preser- 
vation of all good products. 

“The location, plans and specifica- 
tions of every such warehouse, its 
equipment, and the amount to be ex- 
pended thereon, shall be subject to the 
approval of the governor in council. 

“The governor in council may, out of 
any moneys appropriated by parliia- 
ment for the purpose, grant toward 
the construction and equipment of any 
such warehouse a subsidy not exceed- 
ing in the whole thirty per cent of the 
amount expended or approved of in 
such construction and equipment.

The water board and the bond com- 
mission in joint session yesterday af- 
ternoon agreed to adopt the recommen- 
dations of the sub-committee of thir- 
teen as to the purchase of water mains 
and service pipe with the bond money. 

At the suggestion of the mayor the 
sub-committee was requested to get 
from the company with which the con- 
tract was made a written agreement 
to give the city an option on more pipe 
it is at present needed, so that 
the pipe can be bought at the same 
next year. 

What Contract Calis 

The contract goes to the United 
States Cast Iron Pipe and Foundry 
Company, of Chattanooga, at $20.56 a 
ton for all sizes of pipe. The contract 
calls for 13,788 tons of pipe, including 
60-inch, 36-inch, 20-inch and 16-inch 
mains, and 12, 10, 8 and 6-inch service 
pipe. Thig will be a total of 237,652 
feet of pipe, and will cost $20.56 a ton, 
or $283,481.28. The pipe to be ordered 
is as follows: 

Of the 60-inch mains, 1,000 feet, or 
455 tons, for connecting the new reser- 
voir with the main from the river to 
Hemphill station; of the 36-inch main, 
24,886 feet, or 5,656 tons; of the 20- 
inch main, 29,900 feet, or 2,598 tons; of 
loé-inch main, 14,636 feet, or 921 
tons; of 12-inch service pipe, 25,440 
feei, or 1,060 tons: of the 10-inch sery- 
ice pipe, 23,690 feet, or 590 tons; of the 
8-inch service pipe, 71,100 feet, or 1,704 
tons; of the 6-inch service pipe, 47,000 
feet, or 799 tons.

STOCK MARKET SHOWS 
GREAT IMPROVEMENT 


Demand for Principal Leading 
Stocks and Buying for 
London Account. 


New York, March 18.—The steady 
uplift of prices on today’s stock mar- 
ket and the indifference shown to 
any but favorable developments made 
an impressive demonstration of con- 
vinced hopefulness on the part of 
takers of stocks. Some part of the 
buying was attributed to a short in- 
terest, overtaken by the continued 
recovery in prices from the weakness 
of the early part of the week. The 
persistence of the demand for the 
principal leading stocks was taken to 
indicate satisfaction with conditions 
on the part of some interests equipped 
with resources te express their confi- 
dence. Buying for London account 
was an element in the day’s strength, 
this movement constituting a reversal 
of the action of that market earlier in 
the week. No new feature in the out- 
look was dwelt on to the entire ex- 
clusion of others, but predominance 
was given to the hope of settlement of 
labor controversies between the rail- 
roads and their employees. There was 
a noticeable disposition to couple this 
expectation with ‘that of increased 
freight rates for the railoads. Reports 
of steps toward calling a state-wide 
strike in Pennsylvania did not disturb 
the expressed confidence in stock mar- 
ket circles over the labor prospect. 

A further rise in American Tobac- 
co stock in the outside market kept 
alive predictions that the supreme 
court decision in the tobacco case 
would be in favor of the company. 
Citations from the president’s speech 
before the Traffic Club at Chicago 
were used as evidence of fairness in 
the attitude of the government au- 
thorities toward the railroad corpora- 
tions. The argument was advanced 
that failure of attempted 
at Washington, should 
partisan reasons, would 
sition of corporations no worse than 
at present. Strength of special 
stocks, traceable to individual causes, 
helped the general advance by sym- 
pathy. The rise in Norfolk and West- 
ern was a notable case in point. This 
was agcompanied by rumors of an in- 
crease’in the dividend and of a guar- 
antee by the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis. 

An incident of this advance which 
suggests a motive for it is to add to 
the attractiveness of the convertible 
bonds, a new allotment of which has 
been ordered recently to stockholders 
at par. There was published during 
the day cheerful views of the copper 
trade from the president of the Amal- 
gamated Copper Company, which 
served as a stimulus to the buying of 
that stock The financial plan an- 
nounced by the Chesapeake and Ohio 
was made the occasion for an advance 
in that stock. Rumors of dividend 
increases applied to some other stocks. 
including United States Steel. 

Estimates of the week’s currency 
movement promised a gain tn cash by 
the banks, owing to excess of receipts 
from the interior over shipments. The 
higher rates for time morey during 
the week have operated to attract 
funds to this center. The same cause 
seems to have to do with the check 
to the rise in foreign exchange short 
of the gold export point. There was 
a relaxation in the London discount 
rate today from the violent advance 

caused by the rise ig the bank rate 

Expectation of the offer of British 
exchequer bonds made late in the dav 
weighed on the London securities mar. 
ket. The call loan. market in New 
York relaxed slightly in view of the 
gain in cash indicated for the banks. 
The heavy bank clearings for the week 
reported by the mercantile agencies 
were taken as an index of commercial! 
activity. Bonds were firm. Total
